REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
arguments have obviated the rejections of claims 1-5 under U.S.C. 101 and 112, first 
paragraph. Teachings of Kuo et al. (2005) provided in PT01449 submitted on 3/27/2006 
are persuasive and obviate the rejection. The reference teaches that RT-PCR provides 
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a good correlation between nnRNA and protein expression. Therefore, tlie differential 
nnessage expression of example 18 is expected to correlate with differential protein 
expression and thus serve as a diagnostic tool. 

6. Claims 1-5 are allowed.
